REMARKS 

Applicant offers the following comments in response to the Examiner's Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance set forth on pages 2-5 of the Notice of Allowability dated July 24, 2007. 
Applicant notes that independent reasons, other than those indicated by the Examiner, exist for 
the allowability of claims 1-15.
